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gey Among the Mexican prisoners brought 
to France by the transport Rhone, is a young 
Indian woman, only twenty-three years of 
age, who was Lieutenant-Colonel of the regi- 
ment of Zacatecas, and who, in the course of 
even years, rose step by step from the ranks 
y her courage and talents. She followed her 
husband to the army, and was soon promoted 
to the rank of Second Lieutenant for her dis- 
tinguished bravery. The death of her hus- 
band, killed in action, afforded her an oppor- 
tunity of avenging him and of rising another 
step. The F rench defeat at Guadalupe on the 
th of May, 1862, obtained for her the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, second in command of a 
regiment, in which position she again greatly 
distinguished herself during the siege of 
Puebla. This .iuguiar woman handles the 
sword like a first-rate fencing master, and she 
made herself not only respected but feared by 
her soldiers, who looked upon her as a super- 
natural being. After Ortega surrendered at 
discretion at Puebla, she was brought to Vera 
Cruz, and was lodged on board the Rhone 
until that vessel sailed for France. Her order 
of embarkation mentions her rank and gives 
her a rj^trto sit at the field officers’ table. 
Sfcl^rsaid to be of agreeable personal appear- 
_ce, although, as might be expected, rather 
more masculine in her ways than altogether 
becomes her sex.

FKOJ1 BOSECBANS’ ADVANCE. 

Stxvexson, Ala., Ang. 29, 1863. 

At last we confront the enemy on the line 
of the Tennessee. It has been his boast fbr a 
long time that if the abandonment of Tulla- 
borna and other points between there and here 
became necessary, rallying every able-bodied 
Southron for a final straggle, .he would hurl 
across the river defiance at our "invading 
hordes,” and welcome the Union armies "with 
bloody hands to hospitable graves.” 

Our advance was an arduous and tediou3 
one. Obstacles that appeared almost insur- 
mountable were overcome; an immense area 
of country was traversed; and this powerful 
Colossus, moved by the hand of an accom- 
plished leader, found itself within sight of the 
enemy’s camp fires. Our line is an extended 
one. reaching from Pikeville on the northeast 
to Larkinsville on the south, a distance of 
about one hundred and fifty miles. Every 
point of importance from right to left is known 
and fully understood by the General, who has 
himself ridden on horseback almost the entire 
length of the line inspecting works, selecting 
points of crossing, and frequently directing 
the labors of the workmen. 

The vigilance of our cavalry that guard the 
flanks is such as to render sudden torays on 
our line a hazardous undertaking on the part 
of the enemy, and while our pickets closely 
watch the rebels that hold the opposite bank 
of the Tennessee, all the forces necessary to an 
early completion of the work are preparing 
pontoons, repairing wagons, and putting eve- 
rything in readiness for crossing the river and 
climbing the steep, rough mountains on the 
other side. 

To any one who has seen these declivitous 
slopes, only accessible by the narrow defiles 
that the rebel artillery already guards, the 
work of throwing over an army as great as 
this cannot bnt be regarded as a perilous and 
arduous one. The mind that plans and the 
band that directs the movements of this 
mighty mass of men and baggage has this 
work to do, and when the co-operation of 
other forces that are not at present in full com- 
munication with us dictates, the task will be 
in course of accomplishment. 

The Chicago Evening Journal, in publish- 
ing a full and tolerably accurate report of the 
direction taken by our troops, after breaking 
camp at WinchestfV, has given to the public, 
ignorantly of course, just what all reporters 
were charged not to publish, a statement of 
the position of our troops on the Tennessee. 
Had General Biymside arrived within co- 
operating dlstanc0»l the same time our army 
reached the Tennessee the report published in 
the Journal could not have been detrimental. 

But, not content with this, the Journal's 
reporter divulges a portion of the General's 
designs, and notifies the public that our forces 
on the right will be pushed rapidly across the 
country, through Northwestern Georgia, to 
Rome, when Bragg, frightened by the appear- 
ance of a flanking army under Burnside, shall 
retire his army in that direction. The policy 
that would dictate a relinquishment on the 
part of Bragg of his present base, without 
riskiDg an engagement in an attempt to hold 
it, I cannot understand. Rome, it is true, is 
an important point, having for a long time 
been the principal depot of the Confederacy 
for the manufacture of arms and munitions 
of war. The machinery there could not be 
transported to another point and put into op- 
eration as rapidly as would compart with the 
interests of the rebel service, and hence it will 
be an object to Bragg to put forth every exer- 
tion to defend it. Fortifications have been 
erected, and an immense amount of labor and 
skill employed in the effort to render it im- 
pregnable. The fut lity of theeffort is evilent 
from these facts: First, the place is as readily 
flanked as Chattanooga, and affords not half 
so secure a line of retreat. 

The town is Bituated on the north side of 
Etowah river, just in the angle at the conflu- 
ence ot that stream, and the Oostanaula. 

In case of a retreat becoming necessary, 
pentoons should be iu readiness, and they 
wculd be in constant danger of destruction by 
our artillery, or sudden dashes of our enter- 
prising mounted forces. Secondly, our long 
range guns, equal in capacity to any thing in 
possession of the enemy, and worked with a 
prtcision that cannot be excelled, could level 
the city, while the enemy's works were en- 
tirely ignored. To defend Rome, therefore, 
the line of the Tennessee must not be aban- 
doned. 

Bragg occupies at present the most defensi- 
ble position possible for him to obtain. The 
lords and denies along the river, defended as 
they may be, offer a more serious obstruction 
than any natural obstacles to be met with be- 
tween here and Atlanta. 

Chattanooga has been carefully fortified. 
Eight splendid earthworks can be plainly seen 
on the south side of the city, besides a contin- 
uous line of rifle-pits that command the ap- 
roach to the place. The river is not easily 
ridged, and the superior advantages of the 
rebels, who have selected their own points of 
defence, and the withering fire that can be 
poured down upon the crossing forces, dictate, 
it appears to me, an attempt on the enemy’s 
part to bold their present base. 

The “Holson (Tenn.) Telegraph” failed, it 
seems, to suggest the programme that Gen. 
Rosecracs would adopt in ihe prosecution of 
the campaign. It looked for the appearance 
of a Federal column in East Tennessee from 
the Army of the Cumberland, by way of 
Spaita, and theoccupation of Knoxville, never 
dreaming, apparently, that Burnside would 
do that work and enable Ro9ecrans to advance 
with his army intact. The advanced column 
of Burnside’s army has already appeared at 
Kingston and comm anica ion has been opened 
with him by courier. I presume that not 
many days will pas3 ere the grand movement 
of the two armies will have begun. I am 
induced to believe, from the meagre drippings 
of the official conservatory that 1 have har- 
bored, that a portion of the co-operating army 
has been delayed in East Tennessee, and that 
Buckner haa not yet been definitely or satis- 
factorily disposed of. 

The work of preparing boats along the river 
for the construction of pontoons progresses 
admirably. The General a quarters hourly 
swarm with informants, and their reports, to- 
gether with a multitude of despatches that 
pour in upon him from ail quarters, give no 
time for “otium cum diguitate." 

Deserters are constantly coming in, and 
represent that the demoralization of the rebel 
army will not justify Bragg in risking an 
engagement. They concur in saying that the 
general belief is that Joe Johnston is sending 
reinforcements to Bragg. It is also reported’ 
that Johnston is strengthening the defences at 
Atlanta, while Bragg delays as much as pos- 
sible the advance of Rosecrans. 

If the Tennessee is abandoned, the enemy 
will certainly make no stand this side of the 
Chatahootcbie. On the night of the 26th the 
rebels were erecting new works at Chatta- 
nooga, and on the following day worked 
their parties wherever they could be employed 
without exposure to our shells and sharp- 
shooters. 

Immediately after the occupation of this 
side of the river by our pickets an armistice 
by mutual consent was declared, and while 
both parties retained their positions merely in 
performance of legitimate picket duty, no ad- 
vantage was to be taken by either of the ex- 
posure of persons to fire. The arrangement 
was a pleasant one and satisfactory to both, 
since both parties bathed in the river without 
danger of injury, exchanged newspapers, and 
held lengthy chats while enjoying the luxury 
of a batb. A few evenings since, General 
Rosecrans, accompanied by his staff and a few 
friends, ran down to Bridgeport on the train 
and repaired to the bank of the river to hear 
the conversations between the pickets. A 
maliciously disposed miscreant who command- 
ed the rebel pickets discovered the party, and, j 
though cognizant of the existing arrangement 
referred to, ordered his men to fire. The pick- 
et opposite, averse to such a base and perfidious 
violation of the truce, before obeying the 
order, stepped out from his shelter and hal- 
looed across, "Look out boys, we have or- 
ders to fire now.” And in another moment 
a ball had whistled past the ear of the Gen- 
eral’s son and buried itself in an adjacent tree. 
The General is constantly incurring such 
dangers, and though the advantage accruing 
from a personal knowledge of situations is 
more valuable than that obtained in any 
other way, I assure you not a little apprehen- 
sion is felt among the troops for his safety 
while prosecuting his visits with asmall force, 
through a country, the very stones of which, 
bad they tODgues, would babble of his where- 
abouts and attempt his surprise. 

Among the multitude of perplexing embar- 
rassments thatdaily beset the Provost Marshal 
General are the continuous streams of applica- 
tions by destitute families for transportation 
to tbe North. As a matter of charity, Col. 
Mi es has been in the habit of relieving these 
inaifert people, by furnishing rations and 
trar importation to Louisville. So general is 
ti e destitution, so pressing the wants of the 
people, and so cheerless the prospect of main- 
taining an existence in this county during 
Ihe coming winter, that hundreds have em- 
braced the opportunity so kindly presented by 
tbe Colonel, and taken their families North. 
As fail approaches, and the provender is ex- 
hausted by each day's consumption, applica- 
tions are more numerous, and the burden 
grows to an insupportable weight. 

An expense to the government attends the 
issuing of every order for transportation. The 
practice is not authorized by any law, and al- 
though the generosity of the Colonel would 
gladly extend a helping hand to relieve the 
sufferings of our women and children whom 
rebellion has beggared, he doe? not feel at lib- 
erty to add to an already ponderous expense 
that he has voluntarily incurred in a cause that 
should enli3t the sympathies and assistance of 
philanthropists everywhere. 

I do not exaggerate when 1 tell you that I 
i have myself visited dwellings in the past few 



days, where the family had not a grain of 
meal er flour. But subsisted entirely on 
milk, green corn, and tomatoes. They suffer 
for bread, but hope that “the corn will soon be 
hard enough to grate.” Women with children, 
halt Daked and scorched by the broiling sun, 
are coming into camp almost every day, and 
telling us — truly I have no doubt — that they 
have eaten nothing but the little mite that 
more fortunate neighbors kindly gave them 
There are loyal Tennesseeans, whose homes 
are far removed from the din ot battle and 
the destitution that accompanies armies, who 
are amply able to contribute to the relief of 
these suffering ones. It is a matter that ad- 
dresses itself not alone to the people of Tennes- 
see, but to Kentuckians and Ohioans, and to 
all whose veins contain a drop of “the milk 
of human kindness.” Genuine philanthropy 
is not circumscribed by geographical lines. It 
is not chary or niggardly in its donations, nor 
does it tolerate distinction on account of na- 
tioralitv or sentiment. 

Its munificence knows no bounds, while it3 
resources are not impaired, and hence the au- 
thorities will look for aid from the good peo- 
ple of the North. If a fund is established for 
tbe relief of these persons, and placed in the 
hands of Governor Johnson or some other re- 
sponsible party at Nashville, Col. Miles will 
cheerfully take upon himself the dnty of issu- 
ing transportation to all destitute families who 
desire to make their homes in the Ndrth. His 
8 i vices have been solicited for the performance 
ot this task, and been kindly tendered. I trust 
tbe subject will not fail to attract the attention 
it deserves, for it affects the welfare of those, 
who, neglected, must starve. QUILL.

Camp in Sequatchie Valley, Tenn., 1 
August 22, 1863. j 

Gen. Hazen returned this morning from the 
banks of the Tennessee. He paid his compli- 
ments to the reba stationed at Harrison s Land- 
ing by way of a few shells, which he dropped 
among them. Wilder, also, changed shot3 in 
front of Chattanooga, but more than this 
Wilder had the good fortune to capture a small 
forage train belonging to the enemy, also forty 
prisoners, and a small herd of beef cattle. It 
13 also reported that our forces have been feel- 
ing the enemy from Bridgeport. Surmises 
are floating round the camp quite thickly, 
some avowing that the rebs have evacuated 
Chattanooga, and others that they are being 
reinforced by Johnston and his command. Of 
course we know nothing definitely, as we are 
fully thirty miles from the river, yet it is prob- 
able that we will be allowed to be in at the 
death. 

Our camp is bill of life. The men are 
singiDg and enjoying themselves in various 
ways. The violin, the flute, the life, and 
the bugle may be heard in our camp almost 
any moment between retreat and tattoo. The 
weather is so intensely "warm that the men 
are very glad to take shelter in their little 
dog-tents during the day from the fierce rays 
of the snn. A great many citizens visit our 
camp every day. All of them profess to be 
Union men, though some of them acknowl- 
edge they have been in the rebel army, bnt 
plead in extenuation that they were forced 
into the ranks against their will. Others 
profess to be refugees who have been hid in 
tbe mountains to avoid the conscription. 
Some have sad stories to tell of persecution 
and oppression. From one I learned the par- 
ticulars of the death of the Rev. Mr. Blair, 
for many years a prominent Baptist min- 
ister in this county. It appears that Mr. 
Blair, although a Northern man and a 
slaveholder, was still a lover of his 
country and a Union man. In order, 
however, to assure himself that our Gov- 
ernment did not intend to trespass upon the 
rights of the South he visited Kentucky, where 
he saw for himself the workings of the gov- 
ernment. He had but just returned from his 
visit to that State when he was waited upon 
by a roving conscription party, who wished 
him to enter the Southern army. He replied 
firmly and manfully : “I would rather die 

than tight against ray government.*’ The of- 
ficer asked him it that was his final answer. 
He rcp'ied that it was. “Then die,” said the 
officer, as he levelled his revolver and blew his 
bra'ns out. This brutal murder occurred in 
the house of the deceased, with his family as 
witnesses. Was ever a more dastardly deed, 
committed by mortal man? I would rather 
make my bed upon the hottest fire 
in the infernal regions than live ac- 
cursed by the torments of that fiendish 
officer’s coDScience, and yet there are persons 
who will defend snch conduct, ay, in my own 
loved Kentucky there are those who can always 
find some extenuating circumstance to defend 
lebel murders and bushwhackers. Of this 
latter class I would say one word. A bush- 
whacker is a murderer. The man who lays 
concealed in the fence corner and awaits the 
approach of a fellow mortal that he may 
shoot him down is no more or less than a cold- 
blooded murderer. No war can legalize such 
murder. No public opinion can make it hon- 
orable, aDd no man, save a coward who dare 
not face an armed foe, would be guilty of 
such fiendish cruelty. Young ladies who 
sympathize with the South may smile upon 
these fiends, and encourage them in such 
cruelty; but whenever they do so they are 
encouraging murder, and will be held to a 
strict accountability before God's throne for 
aiding and abetting such wickedness. A lady 
or gentleman may be forgiven for admiring a 
brave man who is willing to risk his life in 
open combat in defence of his principles, but 
with what a feeling of abhorrence and con- 
tempt must all honorable persons regard those 
infatuated creatures who so far forget them- 
selves as to defend murder and murderers. 

It is not often that we allow ourselves to 
anathematize even rebel?, though we are here 
to convince them with leaden messengers that 
wo are right; jet we have felt we had no 
right to impugn the motives of those who 
dared to die in defence of an opposite opinion. 
Tbe friends of my boyhood, many of my 
schoolmates and companions, are in the South- 
ern aimy ; and may God grant that my feel- 
ings may never become so soured that I will 
not be willing to forgive -and forget their of- 
fences whenever they see proper to return 
again io their homes and to their government. 

A ug. 24.— We have been quiet in this good 
little valley for some time — no news from the 
outer world reaches us. We know not who 
prespers; we hear not who fails. It is tedious 
indeed to know that your wflole world is your 
camp; no letters from our friends, no papers, 
and no news. This is to enjoy in the midst of 
society that solitude which poets have sung ol ', 
and which Cowper makesSeikirk rail against. 

Newsl newsl a startling cry in this little 
tented world of ours; and yet 'tis true. The 
mail has come at last, with its ten thousand 
words of love and kindness, with its weight 
of joy and woe. Letters for nearly every one; 
papers for a great many, and, blessed sight, 
a Journal for me; but 'tis old, and yet 'tis 
new— five daj3 old, yet three days newer than 
any which have been seen in our valley; thus 
ihe old and new are ever intermixed. The 
old day goes, the new day shakts off the mar- 
tie cf darkness and comes more bright and 
beautiful, while the death of the old is un- 
hecdid. In the past we bury our actions, so 
that in jnr future lives the new and old will 
stand together side by side, the old to testify 
against the new, and the new to plead for the 
Old. 

Our forces are all in position somewhere in 
Tennessee, and it is probable that when our 
divisions meet again it will be to congratulate 
each other upon successes won over the traitor 
foe.

General Hunter has been assigned to active 
dnty and will leave for the West in a few days. 
It is intimated his destination is St. Lonia. At 
the Cabinet meeting to-day the subject of the 
exchange of colored prisoners of war was ful- 
ly discussed. The government will take a 
firm and honorable position on this question: 
no exchange other than soldier for soldier, oft 
any description, will be consented to. A des- 
patch from Minister Corwin from Mexico was 
received to-day at the State Department; no 
intimation of its contents has been made fur- 
ther than that they embrace matters of impor- 
tance to the country. 

A committee representing the distilleries of 
Southern Ohio are here for the purpose of 
procuring from Secretary Chase a modifica- 
tion ot the decision in regard to the modes of 
taxation of the production of their establish- 
ments. 

The report that Gen. Meigs has been re- 
moved from the Quartermaster General’s office 
is not true. Gen. Meigs has just returned 
from the inspection of the qiiartermaster’3 
department of the Army of the Potomac. 
That inspection determined him to make a 
thorough inspection of all our armies. He 
will start this evening for the armies of Grant 
and Rosecrans, and will, in his tour, compass 
all. 

Columbus, 0., Sept 4. 

John Morgan and his followers hare been 
too much favored by their friends with good 
things to secure the object of their imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, which in fact has 
been far more comfortable to them than if 
they had been placed in Camp Cha3e prison; 
hence the authorities have determined to deny 
them ail luxuries. This applies to what is sent 
from Kentucky or by other friends as well as 
to what they may desire to purchase. 

Washington, Sspt. 5. 

Admiral Lee transmits to the Navy Depart- 
ment the following report of the destruction 
of the blockade-rnnner “Alex Cooper,” which 
was accomplished in “New Topsail Inlet,” in 
North Carolina, Aug. 22d: 

V. S. Shockokon, off Wilmington, N. Q., 
Avgasl 26IA. — Sir: I have the honor to re- 
port that we have destroyed the blockade-run- 
ning schooner “Alex Cooper” under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: On the 12th I made 

a rcconnotssance with boats in “New Topsail 
Inlet,” and was driven out by four pieces of 
artillery stationed opposite its mouth, but not 
before I had discovered a schooner at a wharf 
some six miles up the Sound. The schooner 
I determined to destroy, and, as it was so well 
guarded, I concluded to use strategy. 

On the evening of the 22d, the “Shockokon” 
anchored close into the sea-beach, about five 
miles from the Inlet, and I sent ashore two 
boats’ trews, who shouldered the “dingue” 
and carried it across the neck of land that di- 
vides the sea from the sound. This way is 
about half a mile in width and covered with 
a dense thicket. The crossing placed my men 
some miles in the rear of the artillery force 
guarding the entrance. The “dingue” being 
launched in the inside water, six men under 
my executive officer, Ensign Jos. J. Cowry, 
started with orders to destroy or capture any- 
thing that could be of use to the enemy. 

Nowit seems that a 12-pounder howitzer 
was situated at the point for which we were 
examining, and, the smoke stack of my 
steamer having been seen over the trees, the 
commandant ofthefort, Capt. Adams, had came 
down from the main camp to insure a bright 
lookcut. W bile the rebels at the schooner's 
masthead were straining their eyes in looking 
to the South my boat was approaching in an- 
cthtr direction, and the men succeeded in 
landing about sixty (60) yards from the wharf 
without being discovered. 

The Master-at-Arms, Robert Clifford, crept 
into the rebel camp and counted the men, and 
having returned to his shipmates a charge 
was oidered,and our seamen poured on them 
with a shout. In a moment the enemy, who 
outnumbered us three to one, were routed, 
leaving in Mr. Cowry’s possession ten priva- 
tes rs, including Qaptain Adams and Lieut. 
Latham, one 12-pounder, an army howitzer, 
eighteen horses, one schooner, and some ex- 
tensive salt works. Mr. Cowry then threw 
out two pickets, detached two more to guard 
the prisoners, and with the remaining two 
tired the vessel and the salt works. These 
were thoroughly consumed. 

Tbe object of the expedition being accom- 
plished, my men retnrned to the ve3-cl with- 
out loss, bringing with them three prisoners 
and all that the boat would contain. The reb- 
el officers and privates dress alike, and my 
men were at a loss what three to retain. They 
fettled the matter, however, bv picking out 
the thiee best-looking ones, who all turned 
cut to be privates; so the officers owed their 
safety to their lack of physiognomy — a new 
feature in military strategy. While this was 
oing on atthe main land, the pickets on the 
each side, under tbe acting master's mate, 
found fit to engage and repulse the rebel pick- 
et force in that quarter without loss on our 
side. 

This schooner cleared from New York for 
Port Royal with an assorted cargo, and was 
towed t uteide the line of blockade by a gun- 
boat. I shall try to learn tbe names of the 
patriotic persons, if any, who entered into 
this little speculation.

Specials this morning are extremely barren. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has for some 
time past been engaged in the preparation of 
new regulations for trade with the rebel States, 
suited to the altered condition of affairs, occa- 
sioned by the opening of the Mississippi river. 

They will be completed in a few days, but 
may have to be submitted for the approval of 
the Generals commanding the departments in 
the South before they wilt be ready lor publi- 
cation. 

The largest number of applications for lands 
under the homestead law are in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Kansas, and Washington. The 
revenue trom public lands is scarcely more 
than nominal. 

No additional lands will be immediately ad- 
vertised for Fale. 

A Morris Island letter of the 1st to the Her- 
ald says for two or three days past a new 
lebel battery on Sullivan Island has been 
making fruitless efforts to annoy our men in 
the advanced trenches. 

The calibre of the gun employed is not cer- 
tainly known, but is supposed to be one of the 
11 -inch guns taken from the Keokuk. The 
firing of the gun was very good, except in one 
rather important particular, its range being 
short, and only at long intervals a shot from 
it reaches tbe island. 

Those thrown in tbu3 far have been solid 
shot, and have done no damage other than to 
tbe sand hills, which have been hit. A great 
majority fall into the water outside the beach, 
and expend their force upon the surf. 

Four monitors — the Passaic, Patansco, Na- 
banf, and Montauk — came in yesterday after- 
e< on and engaged Fort Moultrie and the bat- 
teries on Sullivan’s Island, firing occasional 
shots at Sumpter and Wagner. The engage- 
ment opened about 3.30 o’clock, and two 
hours fire was maintained with great intensi- 
ty, particularly on the rebel side. The firing 
from Moultrie and Battery Bee was terrific. 

Their heavy guns rattled off like a snare 
dium in tattoo, and the water about the 



Monitors jetting up in all directions. Many 
shots struck the Monitors, but d’d little dam- 
age. The heavy rifle and 15-inch shells of the 
iron-clads burst with effect over and in Fort 
Moultrie, and sent the earth whirling in all 
directions. 

W agner was repeatedly struck by exploding 
shells and somewhat damaged. She tired but 
few 9hots during the contest at the Monitors. 
Battery Gregg was exceedingly active. Her 
heavy guns were in play from first to last of 
the engagement, ana made some excellent 
shots. The Monitors’ shells went wildly on 
ail sides, and had no effect in silencing her 
guns. 

Sumpter was struck several times by rifle 
shells from the Passaic and, Patapsco, but be- 
sides detaching masses of masonry it did no 
damage to the fort. No guns were dismounted 
if they exist. After two or three hours’ fight- 
ing tbe Monitors withdrew. The object of the 
attack has not been developed. 

Some days since the enemy made an effort 
to blow up and destroy the gunboats and 
transports in Stono Inletby means of torpedoes. 
Fortunately no serious damage was inflicted 
on any of the vessels by these infernal ma- 
chines, bnt the escape was quite narrow enough 
for comfort. 

One torpedo exploded a little astern of the 
Pawnee and blew her launch, which wa 3 tow- 
ingastern, *n o fragments. A few moments la- 
ter a tremendous explosion occurred on Bird 
Key, a few rods below the Pawnee, occasioned 
by another torpedo 3ent down at the same 
time. 

From facta since developed, it is certain tbe 
rebels sent down on that night at least ten of 
these inventions. Three or four exploded and 
four were picked up; one drifted through the 
fleet, up Folly river, and exploded under the 
bow of ths mortar schooner 0. P. Williams, 
but -occasioned no damage. 

The torpedoes are precisely like those we 
have found in Light House creek, and go off 
at the slightest concussion. 

A Tribune’s Morris Island letter says Wag- 
ner will be held to the last moment, and noth- 
ing it is said but want of water will compel 
her to surrender. 

The dead lie so thickly around the walL 
that the water from her shallow wells cannot 
be drunk. If compelled by thirst, some of 
the soldiers are so imprudent as to swallow it. 
The next day they are in hospital, and betore 
the close of the week many of them are in 
their graves. 

Brave attempts have been made to supply 
the garrison from Charleston, bat thus far a 
small quantity only has been furnished. Only 
at midnight or under cover of some dense fog 
in the morning have any vtssels been known 
to teach them for the oast eight days. 

If the Monitors would only cut off commu- 
nication for one week longer the fort would 
be in our possession, and with Wagner, Gregg, 
and the whole of Morris Island once ours, the 
stars and stripes in a few hours would wave 
over Sumpter. 

We are now within one hundred yards of 
Wagner. By to-morrow our heaviest Parrots 
will be able to deliver fire at a distance of two 
hundred yards into every embrasure command- 
ing the beach, and an enfilading one upon 
every gun looking seaward.

The Gazette’s Indianapolis despatch says 
Kilby Ferguson, an old resident, who recently 
opened a banking house in that city* absquat- 
ulated yesterday with thirty thousand dollars 
belonging to his depositors. 

St. Louis, Sept. 5. 

The money stolen from the U. S. Express 
Company has been recovered, and Charles 
Noyes has been released. 

Gen. Schofield has issued an order prohibit- 
ing armed bodies of m^n not belonging to 
United States troops from passing from 
Kansas to Missouri, or vice versa, under 
any pretext whatever, and the military of 
Kansas and Missouri not in the United States 
s rvi. e will not be permuted to pass from one 
Smie iuto tee otter without express orders 
from the district commander. 

Fort Gibson, Indian Territory, Aug. 29, 1 
via Leavenworth, Sept. 5. J 
Gen. Blunt with his army, 4,500 strong, in- 
cluding twenty pieces of artillery, crossed the 
Arkansas river on the 22d and offered battle to 
Steele and Cooper, who had massed on his 
front 11,000 men. 

After a feint show of resistance they com- 
menced a retreat, which soon turned into a 
disorderly flight. They abandoned all their 
property. Blunt pursued them 100 miles south 
of tbe Arkansas to Perryville, which is only 
50 miles from Red river. 

At this point he captured and destroyed 
their commissary depot. The rebels continued 
their flight to Boggy Depot, on the Red river. 
The Inuian Territory is now clear of rebels. 
Blunt is now marching on Fort Smith, which 
will doubtless fall without a straggle.

— I have bad the pleasure of fre- 
quently meeting Rachel in society, and cer- 
tainly it w as impossible to have seen any one 
more high bred in appearance, dress, and 
manner. TUbre was nothing exaggerated in 
her style of dress, which was always ot' rich 
material, lut in perfect taste. She generally, 
iu order to conceal the excessive spareness of 
her form, wore a high gown, fitting tight round 
the lODg, slight tbroat, and falling in heavy 
folds; the lace collar being fastened by some 
costly ornament. Her head, which was beau- 
tifully shaped, was generally adorned only by 
her tnick, waving hair. Her eyes were very 
deeply set, and too jet black to be soft and 
pleasing; her profile was regular in its outline, 
but her lace was long and narrow, and bore 
evident tracesof ns Jewish origin. 

She had very small, well formed hands, with 
long, thin, tapering fingers, and pink nails, re- 
markably bien soignes. Her manner in a draw- 
ing loom was particularly quiet, pleasing, and 
Indy like. She was neither forward nor ser- 
vile, never forcing herself an uny one’s ac- 
quaintance, and yet never accepting a posi- 
t on of humiliation. I could completely un- 
derstand how thoroughly English society had 
been taken in duriDg her first visit to LondoD, 
and how the most strait-laced dowagers had 
invited her. almost on a footing of intimacy, 
to their houses and select parties. It is true 
that she had not then completely thrown all 
appearances of propriety to the winds, as in 
her later career. I think I may say, without 
subjecting myself to any accusation of scan- 
dal or exaggeration, that no woman ever went 
beyond Rachel in immorality. 

I have heard men say that it was just that 
contrast between her “company” manners, so 
distinguished, graceful, and dignified, and the 
coarse ribald tone which she assumed when at 
ease v. ith her boon companions, that fascinated 
them. She must have studied vice as another 
might hare studied virtue, and instead of 
feigning to be oetter than she really was, it 
seemed to be her glory to show to her ad- 
mirers tbe darkest sbade3 of her character, 
and make them kneel down and worship the 
idol of mud they had set up. Rachel exer- 
cised a wonderful power over numerous ad- 
mirers, whom she took no pains to blind or 
deceive.

“One God created us, but I am now an ene- 
my and not a child.”

“It may be yon would be offended if I of- 
fered to lead'you over this rough place?” 

Now Simeon, the Pharisee, said silently in 
his heart, if this man were of God, he would 
know what manner of woman this is that 
touches him, for she is a sinner; but the scene 
of Bethany was present, and I said, “I will 
not be offended; take my arm.”

For a short time 3he was silent, and then re- 
sumed: 

“How can such a sinner as I have hope?” 
“It is a faithful saying, that Jesus Christ 
Cutne to save sinners.” 

“But I am a great sinner.” 

"His blood cleanseth from all sin.” 

“I’m a lost sinner!” 

“But he can save to the utmost all who 
eome to God by him. Now go and put this 
trembliDg hand into the hand of Jesus. At 
bis feet confess your sins and ask for mercy, 
and you shall obtain it.” 

Sbe wept aloud, and, with a voice of agony, 
exclaimed:

“Blue'’ White Letter Paper. — The prac- 
tice of bluing the paper pulp had its origin 
in a singularly accidental circumstance, which, 
no* merely as an historical fact, but as form- 
ing au amusing anecdote, is perhaps worth 
mtntioning.

was the fear she entertained of tbe mischief 
she had done, seeing the blue rapidly amalga- 
mated with the pulp, that allusion to it was 
studiously avoided, until, on Mr. Buttoushaw’s 
inquiring in great astonishment what it was i 
that had imparted the peculiar color to the 
pulp, bis wife, perceiving that no great dam- \ 
age had been done, took courage and at once j 
disclosed the secret, for which she was after- j 
wards rewarded in a remarkable manner by 
her husband, who, being naturally pleased 
with an advance of so much 03 four shillings 
per hund'e upon submitting the “improved’ 
make to the London market, immediately pre- ; 
sented a costly scarlet cloak (somewhat more I 
congenial to taste in those days, it is presumed j 
than it would be now), with much satisfaction 
to the sharer of his joys.

BOARD OF COMMON COUNCIL. 

Thursday Evening, September 3., 1863. 

Present, John G. Baxter, President, and all 
the members, exept Messrs. Brewer, Earick, 
Herbert and Stoll. 

The reading of the journal of the previous 
session was dispensed with. 

A message was read from the Mayor in- 
forming the Council that he had been enjoined 
from removing the obstructions in Wenzel 
street, and the injunction sustained by the 
Chancellor, which was referred to Revision 
Committee.

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The Speakership of the National House 
OF Representatives. — The Detroit Free Press, 
the very able organ of the Democracy of Mich- 
igan, says: 

There is some discussion in the papers re- 
specting the selection of a Democratic canoi- 
date for the Speakership of the next House of 
Representatives. Among the rest, the Louis- 
ville Journal, the old Whig organ of Ken- 
tucky, suggests the name of the Hon. Mr. 
Mallory, of that State, who was a member of 
the last Congress, and has ju3t been elected 
to the next one. 

Without wishing or intending to express a 
choice, or to influence others in their prefer- 
ence for the Speakership, we like the political 
significance of the recommendation of the 
Kentucky journal, as it suggests a policy 
■which ought to be wisely considered by all the 
opponents of the abolition policy of the admin- 
istration. In the present conditio* of the 
country, the Border State Platform, by which 
we mean the platform of the Union men of the 
Border Slave States, looks to be the most feasi- 
ble and practicable ground upon which the 
Democratic party of the country can unite, 
and restore peace, union, and the constitution 
to the country. It is plain to see that the 
Union men of the Border Slave States stand in 
the breach between the North and the South. 
They are equally opposed to abolition and se- 
cession, and they are, by the force both of 
principle and interest, in favor of the earliest 
possible peace consistent with the preservation 
of the U nion and the constitution. And what 
is the Border State policy ? 

This question our Democratic contemporary 
answers by citing the opinions of Governor 
Bramlette and of several other public men of 
the Border States, with the following resolu- 
tions adopted unanimously by the Legislature 
of Kentucky at the session of 1862: 

Jtetolved, That it is the deliberate opinion 
of Kentucky, that the only hope for the resto- 
ration of the national Union is upon that great 
charter of our freedom, the Constitution of 
the United States. It cannot be accomplished 
in any other mode. The original State organ- 
izations, with all their just rights and powers 
under the Federal Constitution, must be pre- 
served. Hence, Kentucky deplores and con- 
demns, in this great struggle for constitutional 
liberty, all attempts to abolish or alter, in the 
Hast respect, the relative position of any of the 
States toward each other or the Federal gov- 
ernment, and especially does she condemn, in 
unqualified terms, any effort to reduce any of 
the States to a colonial or territorial condi- 
tion. 

Therefore be it further resolved. That our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress be 
requested to use all their power and influence 
to defeat all measures which may be presented 
to their body to destroy any of the States, or 
to deprive them of any of their just powers or 
rights under the established form of the na- 
tional government. 

Having made the citations we have men- 
tioned, the Free Press adds: 

These sentiments pervade the great Union 
party, composed of both Democrats and 
Whigs, in-Missouri, Kentucky, Maryland, and 
Virginia. Cannot and ought not the patri- 
otic opponents of the Somner-Whiting abo- 
lition policy to unite together on the basis of 
sentiments and opinions like those published 
above ? 

To this interrogatory, we answer emphati- 
cally: They CAN, AND THEY OUGHT TO. And 
we firmly believe that they will. We have 
never heretofore for a moment doubted this 
result; and certainly we cannot dbubt it now 
when influential Democratic leaders in all 
quarters of the North are so directly confirm- 
ing our cherished conviction. One thing at 
least is certain ; and, though we have said it 
before, we will repeat it, for it cannot be ut- 
tered too frequently or too distinctly. Let the 
great conservative party of the country but un- 
mistakably plant itself upon the Border State 
Platform in the Presidential canvass of next 
year, and the radi cal party will go down never 
to rise again, while the Union and the Constitu- 
tion will rise never again to godown. And we 
cherish a perfectly unfaltering faith that the 
great conservative party of the country will 
unmistakably plant itself upon the Border 
State Platform. 

It would be chiefly as the promoter and 
harbinger of this result that we should hail 
with especial pleasure the selection of Mr. 
Mallory as the conservative candidate for the 
Speakership. Yet a fitter man in all other 
respects cannot be found in the conservative 
Tanks of the House. His fitness as a whole 
is pre-eminent. We are not surprised that the 
suggestion of his name awakens a responsive 
echo in so many quarters of the North. The 
fact is unquestionably a very auspicious one. 



g©“We gave some facts and statements on 
Saturday as to the reported project of a rebel 
raid into Kentucky through Cumberland Gap 
and perhaps Pound Gap. Such a raid has 
long been expected both by our loyal and our 
disloyal citizens to take place as soon as the 
two conditions of good roads and the desired 
maturity of the corn harvests should exist. 
These conditions now exist or will very soon. 
Of course it is our duty to be on the vigilant 
lookout for tbe dash of the foe. We hear of 
guerilla bands prowling and plundering in va- 
rious counties of our State already, and these 
are not unlikely to be the forerunners of far 
more formidable forces. 

We can at present see no possible room to 
doubt the speedy occurrence of an invasion in 
considerable force. Gen. Preston, it is known, 
has been for months at tbe head of quite a 
strong body of troops threatening us from 
near Abingdon. Those who know his mili- 
tary experience and character in the rebel 
Confederacy know that he is not an officer to 
threaten and not do his best to fulfil his 
threats. There is not a more gallant and 
dashing General than he in the rebel service, 
and he is strongly prompted to invade Ken- 
tucky and if possible sweep through it not 
only by the thought that it would secure to 
the rebel cause an immense advantage and to 
himself a large share of the kind of “glory” 
he covets, but by the consideration that in 
this State he has large possessions which he 
regards himself as having been despoiled of, 
and which he is burning to recover. We may 
be assured then that he will strike at the very 
first opportunity, and it is not easy to conceive 
that he can reasonably look far a better op- 
portunity than he has now or will very short- 
ly have. Gen. Burnside’s army has moved 
far into Tennessee; the two Kentucky regi- 
ments -guarding those sections of the State 
through which Gen. Preston would wish first 
to pass are about to be disbanded on account 
of the expiration of their term of en- 
listment; and hence this or a period very 
close at band would seem to be the very 
time that Gen. P. would especially covet. 

It is therefore our duty to ourselves, as well 
as to the holy cause to which we have de- 
voted ourselves, to be prepared for danger. 
We don’t see, and we can’t learn, what and 
where Kentucky’s defences are, though un- 
questionably we should see and learn much 
if the emergency were to come. We hear of 
no adequate Federal forces starting up in the 
vicinities or sections where rebel depreda- 
tions are committed and rushing to the rescue 
or to vengeance, and the brave and patriotic 
Burnside, whose military rule embraces Ken- 
tucky, is, as we have said, hundreds of miles 
away and in a situation of such vast impor- 
tance that he can divert no portion of his at- 
tention from what is immediately before him 
to what is going on in this State. AU his 
great energies are undoubtedly taxed to the 
utmost where he is, and hence we must not 
at present look wholly to his guiding mini} 
and the Army of the Ohio for safety. Would 
to God we had Gen. Rousseau now in our State 
at the head of 20,000 mounted infantry. But 
mere regrets or anxious desires are useless. 
We want the requisite physical force, and, if 
it is not now within reach, the high Powers 
to whom the guardianship of the Union be- 
longs should look to the matter and act upon 
the matter. 

As to the nature of the measures which 
should be Jakcn, many can no doubt decide 
more wisely- than we can. But let there be 
no reposing in false security — no attempting 
to drive away danger by shutting our eyes. 



In times of peril, every man, instead of shut- 
ting both eyes, should prepare to shut one 
while the other runs along the barrel of a 
good rifle. We should consider no portion of 
Kentucky secure. If John Morgan with four 
thousand men conld dash through a large part 
of Kentucky, through the whole length of 
Indiana, and through the whole extent or 
Ohio, putting all the Indiana and Ohio cities 
and towns in mortal fear, and at length reach- 
ing the Ohio river to be driven back only by 
the half-accidental presence of Federal gun- 
boats, our people can judge what part or 
whether any part of our State would be safe 
if Gen. Preston, a far abler commander than 
Morgan and at the head of a far larger force 
than Morgan, were to rush among us upon an 
errand of conquest and destruction. As for 
Louisville, she needs the home troops which 
the had for a few brief days and the fortifica- 
tions that she never had. The neglect to pro- 
vide better for the defence of a city so exposed 
as this, and so important to the government in 
a strategic view as this, is one of the most ex- 
traordinary of all the military phenomena of 
these most extraordinary times. 

Since writing the article above, we have 
been glad to learn that Gen. Burnside, when 
he went to Tennessee, left here a sufficient 
number of veteran troops to render the body 
of Kentucky secure against any force that 
General Preston or any other Confederate 
General is at present likely to be able to bring 
into the State. Our apprehensions are in a 
great measure allayed, but we will not sup- 
press what we have written, for it perhaps" 
suggests some considerations which the au- 
thorities and people would do well to keep in 
mind. v- 

ter It is rumored among politicians in 
Richmond that Robert M. T. Hunter will be 
sent to Mexico as the representative of the 
Southern Confederacy, in order to prepare the 
way for an offensive and defensive alliance 
between the Emperor of that country and the 
government of Richmond. It is said that this 
gentleman has received instructions for the 
immediate recognition of the future Emperor 
of Mexico, in return for which it is hoped his 
Majesty will be led to recognize the Southern 
Confederacy. 

It would certainly be a good joke if the 
rebel Confederacy, unrecognized itself by any 
Power on earth, were to undertake to set up 
the business of recognition. B ut the rumor 
given above isn’t unlikely.

The banks of this city have accepted Mr. 
Chase’s proposition to loan the Government 
$35,000,000 at six per cent infferest, and be 
paid in the new five per cent legal tender 
Treasury notes, authorized by the great $900, 



ceptance, however, two conditions have been 
made which it is scarcely believed Mr. Chase 
will accede to: First, the banks wish 

the Treasury notes to run on two or three 
years, whereas it has been deemed absolutely 
essential to tbe financial safety of the issue 
that one year be the extreme limit. Second, 
the banks stipulate that, if they take the 
$35,000,000 Of these Treasury notes.thejremain- 
| ing $35,000,000 which are hereafter to be issued 
shall be negotiated through the banks, if they 
shall choose to take them. 

Should the loan fail to be negotiated, it is 
urged that Mr. Chase will be easily able to re- 
plenish the Treasury during the next two 
months by the issue of certificates of indebt- 
edness of the 5-20’s, and, if necessary, a small 
amount of ordinary currency in amount fully 
adequate, may, by these means, be raised 
without any serious derangement if not with 
positive advantage to the general financial 
interests of the country. 

Washington, Sept. 5. 

Postmaster-General Biair bas returned to 
Washington from a visit with the Second As- 
sistant Postmaster-Gener&l McLellan, but is 
still prostrated with sickness At his residence.

Sunday, September 6. 

The rebels Hamilton and Hughs came into 
Columbia to-day with about six hundred men, 
and Hawthorn, with from two hundred and 
fifty to three hundred men, were at Poplar 
Springs, (eight miles from Glasgow), and 
small squads were within six mile3 of Glas- 
gow to-day. 

[We have reasons to believe the numbers 
over-estimated. — Eds. Journal ] 

Burnside took formal possession of Knox- 
ville on the 4th inst. 

Washington, Sept. 6. 

The President has ordered that the execn- 
tive order dated Nov. 21, 1862, prohibiting the 
exportation from the United States of arms, 
ammunition, or munitions of war, under 
which the commandants of departments were, 
by order of the Secretary of War, dated May 
12, 1863, directed to prohibit the purchase aud 
sale for exportation of all horses and mules 
within their respective commands, andtotake 
and appropriate to the use of the army, horses, 
mules, and live stock designed for expedition, 
be so far modified that any arms b retofore 
imiorted into the United States may be ex- 
ported to the place «f original shipmebt, aud 
that any live stock raised in any State or Ter- 
ritory bounded by the Pacific Ocean may be 
exported from any such State or Territory. 

Instructions have been issued requiring that 
men charged with deverticn who belong to 
regiments whose terms have expired, if not 
able to clear themselves of the charge, shall 
be csmpelled to serve out the remainder of the 
term. 

St. Louis, Sept. 6. 

Five gentlemen, composing the Relief Com- 
mittee of Lawrence, Kansas, in a despatch to 
the Associated Press, say that the statement 
that a large amount of the goods and money 
and a number of the horses taken by Quau- 
tre 1 bad been recovered and returned is false. 
Of the horses stolen from Lawrence only 
three have been returned, and the value of the 
merchandise recovered will not exceed one 
hundred dollars. 

The Republican's Memphis special says the 
steamer Progress, from White river, brings 
the news that Gen. Davidson, with cavalry 
and artillery, the advance of Steele’s army, on 
tbe28ih ult. drove the enemy across Bayou 
Meteor bridge, killing and wounding about 
one hundred and capturing two hundred. Oar 
loss was thirty. The rebels burned the bridge 
after crossing. Steele was at Duvall's Li tuff 
on the 31at. 

ARRIVAL or TUK CITY OF NEW YORK. 

Nkw York, September 6. 

Tbe City of New York, from Liverpool on 
tbe 26ib aud Queenstown on the 27tb, arrived 
this morning. 

It is reported that a rebel man -o'- war is re- 
pairing at Brest. 

The Globe’s Paris correspondent says it is 
reported that sundry vessels, modelled after 
tbe Alabama, are quietly building in French 
ports. He also alludes to the canard that in- 
structions have been sent to Merrier to protest 
against the continual recognition at Wash- 
ington otthe Juarez Mexican Representative. 

A committee of the Emancipation Society 
memcriolized Earl Russell to stop the depar- 
tute ot two steamers designed for the Confed- 
erate service. 

The Amstradt, constructed by the builders 
of the Alabama, was ready to sail from Mer- 
sey. They allege that one was to sail on or 
at out the 27th of August, and was to be re- 
ceived by the Florida, which was hovering on 
the coast for that purpose. They also allege 
that another iion-clad is approaching comple- 
tion on the Cly ie, snd call upon the Govern- 
in' nt to promp ly interfere and apply the law 
with vigor. 

Latest — London, Aug. 27. — The Herald says, 
“We are induced to believe that the rumors 
which intimate that the South has au inten- 
tion of arming the negroes are, in all proba- 
bility, untrue.’ 

Tbe Confederate frigate Atlantic, wh'ch put 
into Brest for repairs, having no bill of health 
on board, has been forced to go into quaran- 
tine. 

It is reported that Mr. Dayton has received 
instructions from his Government to protest 
against French proceedings in Mexico. 

The following is a summary of the new3 by 
the steamer Olympus, which sailed from Liv- 
erpool on the 25th ult., aud received by the 
City of New York: 

A steamer, suppo ed to be the Florida, was 
seen passing down the channel off ‘Queens- 
town, ou August 23d, evidently in the track 
of an American vessel. 

It is stated that Mr. Slidell had a long inter- 
v’ew with Drouyn del Huys on the 20th and 
21st of August. 

The Central Association for the recognition 
of the Confederate States, at Manchester, has 
issued a manifesto strongly urging recogniton 
and friendly mediation. 

The Times, in its city article, says there is 
ro belief in the threats of the Washington 
Government against France in regard to me- 
diation. The general belief is that the Amer- 
ican protest will now be feeble and unattended 
by any threat, for tbe first really offensive 
threat against Napoleon would be the signal 
for the deliverance of the Confederacy. 

The daily News says it is stated that not 
the least doubt can be'entertained that Maxi- 
millian has accepted the throne, and that a 
European loan has been proposed to start the 
new government and pay over-dne liabilities. 

Notes of the Western powers have been de- 
livered to Gortzhakcff. There has been no 
response as yet. 

Boston, September 5. 

Well executed fives on the New England 
Bank of Brownstown were just put in circu- 
lation to-day. 



Fortress Monrok, Sept. 6. 

The despatch steamer Oleander, just arrived 
from off Charleston, reports Fort Sumpter 
perfectly demolished, but the rebel flag still 
floating. 

General Gilmore dug out and captured 75 
men from their rifle pits and in front of Fort 
Wagner last Tuesday. Everything was pro- 
gressing favorably. 

Fortress, Monroe, Sept. 4. 

The S. R. Spaulding arrived at 9 o'clock 
last evening from off Charleston. She left 
Morris Island on Monday last, and reports 
that the storm had prevailed there for several 
days, making it very rough where our fleet 
lay, and entirely stopping all naval operations. 

Chicago, September 5. 

The fire this P- M. destroyed about thirty 
tenament houses in State street and Hubbard 
Court. Eighty families were rendered house- 
less. Loss estimated at $45,000 or $50,000. 

New York, Sept. 6. 

The steamer Champion, from Aspinwall on 
the 27th, arrived here this morning. She has 
over $280,000 in treasure. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 6. 

A despatch was received in this city to-day 
announcing that General Burnside entered 
Knoxville on the 4th. No particulars. 

Baltimore, August 6. 

Ex- Governor Thomas has been re-nominated 
for Congress in the Fourth District of Mary- 
land, by a convention which adopted strong 
unconditional Union resolutions.

Locomotive Explosion — Engineer Killed . — 
On Thursday morning about ten o'clock, says 
the New Albany Ledger, a locomotive on the 
Ohio and Mississippi Railroad exploded two 
and a half railet east of Mitchell. The engi- 
neer, Mr; John Anderson, wasinstantly killed, 
and the conductor, Mr. C. Ostrander (who 
happened to be on the tender at the time) es- 
caped with slight injury, although thrown by 
the concussion some fifty feet from the scene 
of the casualty. The explosion was terrific, 
shattering the engine to fragments, - 

Dor The Nashville Union is informed that a 
Federal soldier was murdered last Thursday 
about a mile this side of Springfield, in Rob- 
ertson county.
